THE PRIMARIES 


THE Colorado primary law i$ b> no 


means perfect, for it retains the convert- 
jtion feature of the old system under the 
name of an assembly. But this is not so 
much an evit as it is a superfluity; it does 
no particular harm, for any aspirant to a 
nomination can enter the primaries whether 
or not he has received the vote of the as- 
sembh. The important thing is that the 
people by their votes nominate the candi- 
dates. 


It is of the utmost importance that the 


largest possible vote be registered m the 
primaries next Tuesday, just as it is inv 
portant that a large vote be cast m a general 
election. 
Nominations made by a small 


minority-of the members of a party are as 
unsatisfactory as general elections decided 
b> a minority of the electorate. Each of 
th* three parties 
Progressive, Democratic 


and Republican has prepared, a complete 
ballot. The voter, on entering the polling 
place, will be given the three ballots, but 
he can use only one. The other two must 
be-returned to the judges to be placed in a 
discard box after the voter leaves the booth. 


This distinction should be clearly under, 


stood, in a general election the voter has a 
right to scratch his ticket, to vote simul- 
taneously for candidates of two or more 
parties. Rut in the primary the law assumes 
that each voter casts hte ballot as a. partisan. 
He is helping to nominate candidates, not to 
elect them to offkt, 
and he can no roor* 


vote for candidates on different tickets than 
he could sit as a delegate in more than one 
parh convention under the old system. 


This :.> an era Of change in politic*. The 


old system of boss domination, of control 
In ovrp-iration influences, is breaking up. 
The people themselves are beginning to 
realize that their interest in political affairs 
is. paramount, greater even than that of the 
bosses, and that their nghis can onlv be 
protected m so far as the> are vigilant and 
taithtul. 


And in securing even a limited primary 


la* rhe people of Q^lorado have liken a
